story of the early life of Henry 
M. Stanley. 

“Henry M. Stanley, who

Years after, when this 
same child—Loyd George—be- 
came Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, the old doctor said, ' ‘I

ALDRIDGE 

On Dec. 22, 1921, the death angel 
visited the home of Mrs. Emma Bales 
and claimed our mother, Mrs. H. L. 
Aldridge, age 65 years. She was ill only 
three days. 

She was not a member of the 
Church of God but was a Christian, 
SO we weep not as those who have 
no hope for we believe mother is

ILLINOIS STATE

It says, “There was a great | 
movement.” |

movement takes place, does this im- 
ply that it is in the earth alone? 

Ans. No. This great shaking includes | 
the earth and heavens above. l 


Ques. What does Haggai say of this 
shaking? ’ 

Ans. He said, God “will shake the | 
heavens, and the earth, the sea and | 
the dry land.” Hag. 2:6. 

Ques. What does the writer of He- 
brews say of this? 


Ans. He said, “Whose voice then | 
shook the earth; but ‘now he hath 
promised, saying, Yet once more I 
shake not the earth only, but also 
heaven.” Heb. 12:26. 

Ques. What do these Scriptures 
show? 


Ans. They show. that the quaking 
doesn’t apply to the earth alone, but 
to the heavens above also. 

Ques. What did this disturbance in 
the heavens as well as the earth, 
cause to take place? 

Ans. It caused the sun to darken, 
the moon to appear as_ blood, the 
stars to fall and the heavens to depart 
as a scroll. 

Ques. Was not the dark day of May

Ques. What eise*did he say? 

Ans. He said, “The sun and the 
¥Ymoon shall be darkened, and the stars 
shall withdraw their shining.” Verse 
15. 

Ques. When will this take place? 

Ans. It will take place after a great 
war. Joel 3:9-14. 

Ques. When was this war to take 
place? 

Ans. He said it would take place at 
the time the Jews were returning to 
Jerusalem and in “those days.” 

Ques.- What did he mean by those 
days and the gathering of the nations 
to war in those days?

minded man as our friend, Mr Search 
Light, becoming interested in such 
nonessentials as tongues. It is true 
that they spoke with tongues on the 
day of Pentecost but there were 
present at Jerusalem that time, men 
out of every nation under heaven. 
Acts 2:5. God let them speak with 
{tongues then so that every nation 
might hear the gospel and they heard 
it, therefore, it‘ is useless to speak 
with tongues today as the gospel has 
gone forth and we have no such as- 
semblies as were at Jerusalem at that 
time. 

The Word of God declares in most 
unmistakable terms that speaking 
with tongues is of littic importance. 
In the list given in 1 Cor, 12:10, the 
kinds of tongues are put next to the 
bottom of the list of gifts bestowed by 
the Spirit on believers. Again in 
verses 29 and 30 of the same chapter, 
speaking with tongues is given the 
same place next to the bottom of the 
list. Furthermore, at 1 Cor. 14:5, we 
are distinctly told that he that proph 
esieth is greater than he that speaketh 
with tongues. 

From the Scriptures it will clearly 
he seen that speaking with tongues is 
nonesseniial. But the most emphatic 
stacement I could make to prove to 
you that tongues are not for our day 
is—God has said that tongues shall 
cease and they have. 

Now, Mr. Search Light, why do you 
want to bother your mind about 
tongues when God has said they 
should cease and you know that His 
Word is true? If I can prove to vou 
by the Bible that tongues have -censed, 
then why should you give the thought 
any more place in your mind? Dis- 
miss it. Don’t think about the good 
people that pretend they cpeak with 
tongues but think of the inconsisten- 
ey of it. Ask yourself this question, 
What would I look like standing be 
fore a congregation speaking soie- 
thing that they or myself either did 


not understand? Away with such 
stuff, it is nonsense. 

Let us see what the Bible says 
about the tongues ceasing. Go with 


me to 1 Cor. 13:8-10, “Charity never 
faileth: but whether there be proph- 
ecies, they shall fail; whether there 
be tongues, they ghal! ceuse; whether 
there, be knowledge, it shall vanish 
away. For we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part. But when _ that 
which is perfect is come, then that 
which is in part (tongues) shall be 
done away.” 

We have learned from a_ Bible 
standpoint that “when that which is 
perfect is come then that which is in 
part (t6ngues) shall be done away,” 
just as God’s Word has said, “They 
shall cease.” When I have proved 
to you, my friend, that that which is 
perfect has come, I am sure it’ will 
satisfy your mind on the subject and 
prove to you that tongues are not for 
our day. Let us turn to Rev. 22:18,19, 
and read. 

“For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the worfs of the prophecy of 
this book, If any man shall add unto 
these things, God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are written in this 
book: And if any man_ sghail_ take 
away from the words of the book of 
this prophecy, God shall take away 
his part out of the book of life, and 
out of the holy city, and from the 
things which are written in this book.” 
: From this Scripture it may be clear- 
ly seen that that which is perfect has 
come and you, Mr. Search Light, sure- 
ly can gee that God’s Word has been 
fulfilled concerning that which is in 
part (tongues) end that they have 
ceased. The book of Revelation is 
the completion of the New Testament 
and is so perfect that nothing can be 
added or taken away that would make 
it more complete. Any one adding to 
er taking ‘rom that which is su per- 
-i fect will bring upon themselves the 
-| wrath of God. 

The apostles did not have the New 
Testament on the day of Pentecost 
for it had not been written. So they 
-| spake with tongues the wonderful 
works of God. But now the New 
Tesiament tells us of God’s work and 
tongues have ceased. 


after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, ahd not after 
Christ.” Col. 2:8. 

As we go through the channel of 
truth, there are two shoals that we 
must avoid and they are on the op- 
posite sides of the channel. The one 
is the shoal of Literalization and thé 
other is the shoal of Spiritualization. 
Our friend, Mr. Vain Words, has 
been so literal in his discourse that he 
has failed to rightly divide the Word 
of truth or give you one bit of soul 
food from the Scripture he has pre- 
sented. You will also find some who 
go to such extreme lengths in spirit- 
ualizing and mystifying the Word of 
God as to utterly destroy its original 
force and meaning. You stated in 
the outset that you desired the truth 
on this subject, but I must say that 
you have heard philosophy and vain 
words instead of the truth. 

Mr. Vain Words said in the outset 
of his argument that he did not 
tTelieve in speaking with tongues. Of 
course, that is why he failed to give 
you the truth on the subject. Un- 
belief of the truth will keep any one 
in ignorance and darkness and make 
them of the same type that the apos- 
tle Paul said he was while in un- 
belief: a blasphemer, a persccutor and 
injurious. 1 Tim. 1:13. 

“If they speak not according 
this word, it is because there is no 
light in them.” Isa. 8:20. Although 
Mr. Vain Words is in darkness and 
does not believe in speaking with 
tongues, that does not change the Bi- 
ble, nor will it keep those who do be- 
lieve from speaking with tongues for 
Jesus said, “They shall speak with 
new tongues.” Mark 16:17. 


“And it came to pass, that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul having 
passed through the upper coasts came 
to Ephesus: and finding certain dis- 
ciples, He said unto them, Have ye 
received the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved?” Acts 19:1,2. 

We read in Acts 19:6, “And when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Ghost came on them;- and 
they spake with tongues, :nd prophe- 
sied. Why! because they were  bhe- 
lievers. 

Mr. Vain Words made the statement 
that God’s Word declares in most un- 
mistakable terms that speaking with 
tongues is of little importance. God’s 
Word does not declare any such thing 
and his argument is with no founda- 
tion and will not stand when truth 
is placed upon it. The only proof he 
gave that the Bible teaches that speak- 
ing with tongues is of little importance 
was that tongues is placed at the 
bottém of the list of gifts as is quoted 
in 1 Cor. 12:10,29,30. And Paul de- 
clares that “greater is he that prophe- 
sieth than he that speaketh with 
tongues.” 1 Cor. 14:5. 


Let us place truth upon his theory 
and see it topple over. We will ask 
Paul and see what he says about the 
place anything takes in Scripture, 
rendering it of little importance. Go 
with me to 1 Cor. 13:13, and we will 
see what is spoken of there as being 
the greatest and also what place it 
occupies in the list, “And now abideth 
faith, hope, charity, these three; but 
the greatest of these is charity.” 

I am persuaded that Mr. Vain 
Words with his logic or ignorance I 
should say, would have us believe that 
Paul was mistaken when he said that 
charity is the greatest because it is 
placed at the bottom of the list. Away 
with his theory of tongues being of 
little importance because they are 
placed at the bottom of the list of 
spiritual gifts spoken of in 1 Cor. 12: 
8-10. It ig like the rest of his logic, 
foreign to the truth. When he quoted 
Paul’s statement, “Greater is he that 
prophesieth than he that speaketh 
with tongues,” as a proof that tongues 
are of little importance, he did not 
quote the entire verse which plainly 
shows that Paul did not infer that 
speaking with tongues is of little im- 
portance but teaches clearly that 
tongues and prophecy go together but 
tongues should be left off except when 
interpreted. j

Another proof—if tongues have 
ceased, knowledge has vanished away 
and the people of the world are not 
only a jabbering kind of beings with- 
out articulation but are also without 
knowledge and in heathenism today. 


We again quote the gentleman’s 
statement and give his reference, “God 
has said that tongues shall cease and 
they have.” 1 Cor. 13:8-10. “Charity 
never faileth: but whether there he 
prophecies, they shall fail; whether 
there be tongues, they shall cease; 
whether there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away. ‘For we know in part, 
and we prophesy in part. But when 
that which is perfect is come, tien 
that which is in part shall be dune 
away.” 


Here the gentlemen stopped reading 
for he well knew that if he read the 
remaining part of the chapter he 
would hang himself with his own rope 
so he tried to save himself by jump- 
ing over to the Isle of Patmos and 
taking up the apostle John’s state- 
ment in Rev. 22:18,19, “For I testify 
unto every man that heareth the 
words of the prophecy of this book, 
If any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this book: 
And if any man shall take away from 
the words of the book of this prophe- 
ey, God shall take away his part out 
of the book of life, and out of the 
holy city, and from the things which 
are written in this book.” 

Mr. Vain Words used this Scripture 
to prove to you that that which is per- 
fect is come and that which is in 
part “Tongues” has been done away. 
He bases his argument on the perfec- 
tion of the book of Revelation and 
said that it is what Paul meant when 
he said, “But when that which is per- 
fect is come, then that which 1s in 
part shall be done away.” 

It is almost useless to say that the 
gentleman has either shown his dis- 
honesty or ignorance of the Bible, as 
every Bible reader knows that Paul 
did not have reference to the book 
of Revelation or even the New Testa- 
ment when he said, “When that which 
is perfect.is come.” Such an appli- 
cation is ridiculous. 

Of course the book of Revelation 
is perfect, but is no more so than the 
rest of the Bible for it is a perfect 
book and much of it was written be- 
fore the apostle Paul took his pen to 
write. 


As we have previously quoted 1 
Cor. 13:8-10, as Mr Vain Words ref- 
erence by which he tried to prove that 
tongues have ceased we will now pro- 
ceed with-the 11th and 12th verses, 
that he was so afraid of. These verses 
are self explanatory and will prove 
that ‘he perverts Scripture when he 
says, “The book of Revelation is that 
which is perfect, that Paul speaks of 
and when it came, that which is in 
part (tongues) was done away.” 


“When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a child: but when I be- 
came a man, I put away childish 
things.” The apostle could see quite 
a difference in himself after he had 
grown away from childhood and be- 
came a man so he uses the illustra- 
tion to show that there will be a 
complete change after that which ig 
perfect shall come. 

“For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then (after that which 
is perfect shall come) face to face: 
now I,know in part; but then (after 
that which is perfect shall come) shall/ 
I know even as also I am known.” 
Notice the apostle uges the terms now 
and then which plainly shows that it 
is still in the future when that which 
is perfect shall: come. 


There are diverse kinds of perfec- 
tion such as angelic, divine, Christiar 
and resurrection perfection. Often we 
hear the expression such as, a perfect 
beauty, a perfect book, a perfect pat- 
tern etc. But Paul does not have ref- 
erence to a perfection of this kind in 
1 Cor. 13:10. It is evident that he 
has reference to the resurrection per- 
fection for he said, ‘Then shall I know 
even as also I am known.” Mr. Vain 
Words or any other mortal man with 
all the logic and skill that man’s wis- 
dom can comprehend will never know 
ay God knows him; but when that 
which is perfect (the immortal) shall 
come; then shall he know even as 
also he is known.

The apostle is dealing with the same 
subject in both of the above Scriptures 
in which he shows the power and 
glory of the first resurrection, the 
prize that he was striving go hard to 
attain. 

It is plain to be seen that prophe- 
cies shall fail, tongues ‘shall cease 
and knowledge shall vanish away all 
at the same time. Then it is that the 
spirit of man returns to God who gave 
it and he is left a corruptible body 
to return to dust. But the time will 
come when the corruptible shall put 
on incorruption (or perfection) and 
use a spiritual body capable of seeing 
face to face and knowing as also he 
is known. 


Mr, Search Light's conclusion
